FULFIL THE LAW. 


Our text will be found in the closing para- 
graphs of the ninth and twenty-second pages of 
the January Postal Guide - - 


‘‘ All packages mailed at less than letter 
rates of postage should be wrapped so that their 
contents can be readily ascertained without de- 
stroying the wrapper... . 

“To inclose any written matter in printed 
matter subjects the mailing party to a fine of 
five dollars, unless the party addressed pays 
letter postage on the package. 

‘* The postage on manuscript for magazines, 
periodicals, and newspapers is three cents for 
one half ounce, or fraction thereof. Manu- 
script music is also subject to letter postage. 


“Matter of the third class inclosed in sealed 
envelopes notched at the ends or side, or with 
the corners cut off, cannot be mailed except at 
letter-postage rates. 

“Matter of the second and thigd classes con- 
taining any writing whatever will be charged 
with letter postage, except as follows : 

“The sender of any article of the third class 
of mail matter may write his or her name or ad- 
dress therein or on the outside thereof, with the 
word “from” above or preceding the same, or 
may write briefly or print on any package the 
number and names of the articles inclosed.”
